Obsolete Fleets 



There'g-a good chance the world's (Treat 
• surface fleets are obsolete, a-poBBiblUty 
of major concern to every nation and all 
.or their admirals. The underwater fleets 
of World war II exacted a terrific toll of 
shipping, both in the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans. Since then, submarines have 
been improved tremendously through the 
use of atomic energy and torpedoes are, 
far better than those of the war. 

On the other, hand, great advances 
have been made in defense against sub- 
marines. Whether the defenses, are good 
enough to offset submarine and torpedo 
Improvements remains to be. seen. At 
any rate, the great underwater fleets of 
'today raise a big question-about how 
much: should be spent on surface fleets. 

Another big question, is posed by the 
threat of airplanes to surface vessels. 
World war II proved quite conclusively 
that bombers can sink ships of any size 
or description. 

Another factor has been Injected Into 
the problem since World war II, tamely, 
missiles. It would seem the arguments 
against giant surface fleets have a good 
deal of weight. The lessons of World war 
II plus the developments that have been 
■made oince don't hold hopes of a rosy 
future for surface warships. Throw, in 
the-aubstantial„CQBt_factpr and_argu- 
ments for surface vessels lose ground 
rapidly. , 
— Secretory-of-Defense-Robert-S.-'-Mc- 
Namara has been tackling the problem, 
with Indications his vjews are n't going 
to appeal to the admirals. 
There's! no denying-the-U,-S.-must 
-maintain effecfive surface-fleets for just 
such lncfdenfa as the Cuban crisis, or 
any other situation short ofall-out war. 
But there's a question of tjteadvisabllity 
of building a costly Burfffce fleet thnt 
would be of limited use in a general war. 
The big problem Is balancing fleet size 
against probable necessity.^

The proceedings during the 
past two months have been 
malnly_n misstatement of the 
Western and comiiiufiTit posit f Oft 
on disarmament measures arid a 
nuclear test ban. and procedural 
wratisJlng. 

The -Western and eight i 
Irak delcBfctlqus have attached 
paramount . importance to 'the 
nuclear Issue, but the Russians 
have refused to negotiate the 
question unless the United States 
accepts their quota ot three an- 
nual on-site inspections to police 
a ban. The united States has In- 
sisted that seven inspections are 
necessary, creating a- tight dead- 
lock.

Cornelius Hofman. net-Inn 
chnlnnan of the department or 
economic* at Idaho State col- 
lege, think s too m u c h of the p i

Into tax relief and not 
enough. would have gone to im- 

—proving services. -■- 

Hofman thinks (he three. per 
cent sulcs [ax was unnecessarily 
hlRh, mid that a tax of one and 
a half to two per cent' would 
hove been adequate lor now. 

At the same time, however, 
Hotmail finds It hard lo under- 
stand why farmers were opposed 
to the bill. He thin Its It would 
have BlvciOhcm ah a~d vantage, 
and It was their last chance to

"I'm not opposed lo the sales 
tax," Hofman said.
